of the Savings Fund, Building and Loan 
Association, of Decatur, Illinois, recog- 
nizing the fact that under such decision 
it is not expedient to attempt to continue 
the association as heretofore operated, 
and if compelled to abandon the plan of 
profits which Is the basis of the institu- 
tion, we can imagine of no other plan of 
accumulation that could be profitably 
substituted under said construction of our 
usury laws; and while we lament this in- 
evitable and sadden striking down of as- 
sociations so useful to those who have 
not means otherwise to secure homes of

News of the death of Oliver Ue, which 


took place la the Missouri Pacific Railway 
TkidMt St. Louis, Ho., on yesterday 
forenoon, reached Decatur yetterday 
afternoon. IB Uie QMte-Demterat of to- 
day we find the following particulars of 
the distressing affair: 


Oliver H. P. Lee, a yard brakeman at 


Union depot, and a brother of Oapt. Wm. 
Lee, of the Police Department, waa run 
over and instantly killed by an engine of 
the Missouri Pacific, about 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Thecoron r*8 inves- 
tigation showed the killing to nave been 
purely accidental, and a verdict was ren- 
dered accordingly. 
. , 
The engine was backing up to a tram of 
freight cars near the CentraliElevator.and 
he was waiting to make the coupling.— 
About five car lengths from the train no 
stepped out Into the middle of the track 
aad faced the engine, intending to jump 
on the step and ride up to where he want- 
ed to make the coupling—a customary 
way of performing this piece of yard 
work. By some chance he missed his 
footing, fell along the rail, and allowed 
the engine to pass completely over him. 
The wheels ran over his entire left side 
from lee to shoulder, breaking the bones 
and crushing the abdomen and left breast 
perfectly flat. The engineer heard him 
shriek, but was unable to stop until too 
late, although moving slowly. Lee did 
not speak again, and was dead in a very 
few moments 
The horribly mutilatert 


remains were removed to the morgue.— 
Deceased was 36 years old, and leaves a 
widow and two children at Decatur, 111., 
from which place he came here and se- 
cured work about ten days ngo. He was 
an experienced railroad man. 


On receipt of the telegram friends im 


parted the sad intelligence to Mrs Lee 
and family, who reside on Orchard street, 
this city, and this morning the grief 
stricken wife, accompanied by her chil- 
dren, departed for St, Louis. The remains 
of the husband and father will be buried 
at St. Louis, as most of bis relatives re- 
side there. Deceased had many acquaint- 
ances in Decatur, having been at differ- 
ent periods in the employ of the Wabash 
and Illinois Central companies at this 
point. Previous to going to St. Louis he 
was employed 4« the Central yard here.
